U. S. Wool Production 
Shrinks 19% in 15 Years

OBtESTIC production of wool has been fairly uniform from 
ysar to year. An increase in the weight of the average fleece 
has offset part of the decline in the number of sheep on farms and 
ranges. Nevertheless, the domestic clip decreased from 328,000,000 
pounds in 1909 to 265,000,000 pounds in 1922, a reduction of 19 per 
cent,” says Edgar R. Born, President of the Born Tailors Guild of 
Chicago. 
* 
,, 
“The growth of population,” declares Mr. Bom, "has increased the 
demand for wool, so that a larger amount has been imported. The 
peak of imports came during the war years. In the last five years, 
net imports have averaged slightly larger than the domestic clip. 
Imports usually have been especially heavy just before an increase 
in the tariff. 
“Wool prices declined in the early ’90’s, advanced slightly from 
1896 to 1900, then held fairly stable until 1914. The war brought *a 
tremendous increase in the demand for wool and submarine warfare 
prevented shipments from producing countries in the southern hemi­ 
sphere, so prices practically trebled. The close of the war reduced the 
demand, the huge accumulations in Australia and South America had 
to be sold and the financial and political demoralization in Europe 
E 
analyzed the world market. Wool prices collapsed in 1920. Demand 
as been steadily overtaking the supply since 1921, however, and 
values late in 1924 were not far from the war-time P‘*ak once more.” 


tFAT AND FEEDER CATTLE DEMAND 
BOOSTS THE LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 


The large demand for both feeder and fat cattle, finds the Sears- 
Roebuck Agricultural Foundation in its cattle marketing investiga­ 
tions, has inspired a much greater confidence in the future of the 
industry. The first recovery of the beef cattle market came early in 
1925 with a steadily progressing trend of prices from February to 
August. The average prices paid to farmers, states the Foundation, in 
the first IO months of the year ran 65 cents higher than the price of 
last year and the highest since 1920. Chicago prices were also tho 
highest for that period for the last five years. 
Liquidation of western cattle herds was much less noticeable in 
1925 than in any year since 1919, sh wing that the cattle industry is 
gradually getting back to a state of normalcy. The total number of 
cattle, slaughtered under federal inspection in 1925, was 5 per cent 
greater than in 1924. 
Cattle receipts at the four leading markets reached their high 
point in October, going over the 350,000 mark. The western ranches 
and other grass cattle producing sections ship to market at this time. 
The receipts were lightest in June, when the marketing of winter fat 
cattle had been almost completed and just before the beginning of 
grass fed stock shipments. 
Baby beef, made from young cattle that have been pushed to a desir­ 
able market weight of around 1,000 pounds at an early age, brought 
the highest prices. Public demand for smaller cuts of choice beef have 
made the half-ton baby beef popular on the market.

N OLD college friend of mine came 
to see me one day. 
He had been 
having a su ccession of boils on his 
back . 
As soon as one healed another 
appeared. 
He took 
sarsaparilla 
to j 
“cool the blood,” hu t the bolls k ept 
on coming. 
When I told him to boil 
his u ndershirts lie look ed at me in 
amazement. 
A boil is an infection of a hair fol­ 
licle or sweat gland. 
The pu s germ, 
getting into the deeper layers of the 
sk in, cau ses a small abscess. 
The 
sk in 
becomes tender, hard, swollen 
and red. The center break s down and 
forms a core. 
The boil “break s,” the 
matter oozes ou t, the ewe comes ou t 
and tlie hole slowly heals. Every drop 
of pu s contains germs which infect 
the su rrou nding sk in, cau sing a new 
boll. 
This may go on indefinitely, 
cau sing a “crop” of boils. 
As long as 
the sk in remains infected, new bolls 
will resu lt. 
If the clothing next to 
the sk in becomes contaminated, the 
germs will reinfect the sk in, produ c­ 
ing new boils. 
Contrary to popu lar belief, boils are 
not du e to “impu re blood.” 
In a few 
diseases, su ch as diabetes, where the 
natu ral resistance of the body is low­ 
ered, boils may he du e to the general 
condition. 
Bu t in any case the infec­ 
tion comes from withou t and not from 
within the body. 
Most people have great # faith 
in 
pou ltices. 
They 
may 
be 
flaxseed, 
bread and milk , tobacco, or anything 
; the patient believes will “draw.” They 
are su pposed to “draw the poison ou t” 
very mu ch lik e a su ction pu mp. 
I 
have seen su pposedly intelligent men 
with a scrap of cold bu ttered bread 
spread on a dirty rag and tied on their 
neck s, which they gravely told me was 
“drawing ou t the boil.” 
This is non­ 
sense. 
Pou ltices don’t “draw” any­ 
thing. 
Whatever 
valu e 
pou ltices 
have is du e to their heat and mois­ 
tu re, which favor the growth of the 
pu s germs and so hu rry u p the “ripen­ 
ing” of the boil. 
If you tind that a boll is beginning 
to develop, wash the sk in with hot 
water and soap thorou ghly bu t gen?!>, 
so as not to break the sk in. 
Dry the 
sk in and paint it with Iodine for a 
space arou nd the boll abou t the size 
of a silver dollar. 
This may stop the 
boil entirely, if done early enou gh. 
If 
you mu st have a pou ltice, u se su r­ 
gical gau ze or clean soft rags, su ch 
as old handk erchiefs, wru ng ou t of a 
hot solu tion of boracic acid, changed 
as soon ns they get cool. 
When the boi! becomes soft in the 
center it shou ld be opened by the doc­ 
tor. 
A 
deep 
cross-shaped 
incision 
opens tiie abscess and relieves the 
pain. 
Then k eep a soft, clean, dry 
dressing on the boil, changed often 
enou gh to absorb the discharge 
Don't 
try to open the toil you rself with a 
ru sty 
needle or a dirty jack k nite. 
Don’t let the matter soil the clothing 
or 
ru n over the su rrou nding sk in 
Clean the sk in arou nd the boil with 
alcohol when the dressing is changed.

The poultry division of the 
Ken­ 
tucky experimeut station recom m ends 
the tob acco tea tre a tm e n t for control­ 
ling Intestinal worm's in poultry. 
For 
each 100 hens or 200 pullets of frying 
size, chop up a pound of tob acco stems. 
Allow these stems to soak from six to 
eight hours b y pouring just enough hot 
w a te r over them to cover them. 
T hen 
drain off the juice and squeeze the 
stems to get as much of the nicotine 
as possib le. 
This juice should b e used 
in mixing six to eight pounds of mash. 
T he b irds to he treated should b e 
starved at leust ten to twelve hours 
b efore feeding the mash wet w ith the 
tob acco juice. 
It also is advisab le to 
keep the b irds contined to the house 
the day after they are treated. 
Feed 
the moist mash ab out noon, and two or 
three hour* laU*r add epsom salts to 
the drinking water, a pound to 100 
hens or 2oo fryers. 
Make su re the 
next morning that the b irds leave the 
house at dawn so that they will not 
pick up any of the worm s voided d u r­ 
ing the night. 
Thoroughly clean the 
house and b urn all litter ta k e n out. 
The tob acco tea treatm ent should 
not he used on pullets which a re Just 
coining into good production or on hens 
which are laying heavily, as the s ta r v­ 
ing tends to disturb egg production 
and may he followed with a partial 
molt. 
For h heavy laying Hock or for ¿row ­ 
ing stock, It is frequently desirab le to 
use tob acco pow der in the dry mash. 
T he powder should contain from 1 to 
2 per cent nicotine. 
Tw o pounds of 
the powder should he added to each 
100 pounds of growing or laying mash, 
and continued in the mash for three 
or four weeks, and then repeated sev­ 
eral weeks later if necessary.

“Th e growth of po pulatio n,” declares Mr. Bo m, 
"h as increased th e 
demand for wool,

than th e domestic clip. 
Imports usually 
hav e been especially 
heav y jux t before an increase 
in th e tariff. 
“Wool prices 
declined in th e early '9 0’s, advanced sligh tly from 
18 9 6 to 1900, th en h eld fairly stable until 19 14. Th e war brough t a 
tremendous increase in th e demand for wool and submarine warfare 
prevented sh ipments from producing countries in th e south ern h emi­ 
sph ere, so prices practically 
trebled. T he close of th e war reduced th e 
demand, th e h uge accumulations in Australia and South America h ad 
to be sold and th e financial and political demoralization in 
E uro pe 
paralyzed th e world market. Wool 
prices co lla psed in 1 9 2 0. Demand 
h as been steadily overtaking 
the su p p ly since 19 2 1 , h owever, and

August. Th e average prices paid to farmers, states th e Foundation, in 
th e first 10 month s of th e year ran 65 cents h igh er th an th e prices of 
last year and th e h igh est since 19 20.

Liquidation of western cattle h erds was much less noticeable 
in

gradually getting back to a state of normalcy. Th e total number of

greater th an in 19 24. 
Cattle receipts at th e four leading markets reach ed th eir h igh 
po int in October, going over th e 350,000 mark. Th e western ranch es 
and o ther grass cattle producing sections sh ip to market at th is time. 
Th e receipts were ligh test in June, wh en th e marketing of winter fat 
cattle h ad been almost completed and just before th e beginning of 
grass fed stock sh ipments. 
Baby beef, made fro m y o ung cattle that hav e been pushed to a desir­ 
able market weigh t of aro und 1,000 po unds at an early age, bro ught 
the highest prices. Public demand fo r smaller cuts o f cho ice beef 
h ave 
made the half-to n baby beef po pular o n the market

untied by divorce and fewer tied by 
marriage in the United States .la st 
year than in 1923. 
The rate of divorces was nearly one 
for every ten marriages. The Depart­ 
ment of Commerce, which complies 
figures every year on the comparative 
popularity of the two Institutions, an­ 
nounced

was 
1,178,200, 
A falling off of some 3.7 per rent from 
the 1923 total of 1,223,924. 
Divorces registered a grand total of 
170.867. an increase of 3.5 per cent 
from the 1923 figures of 135.090. 
Tex as led the sta tes in the number 
of divorces granted last year with a 
total of 15.375. which compared with 
71.896 marriages; Illinois had ihe sec­ 
ond largest number of divorces. 13,- 
658 against 81,918 marriages. 
Ohio’s 
divorces came third, 11,946. against 
50,346 marriages. 
In California divorces numbered 11,- 
'.28. against 55,677 marriages, while 
Michigan, in fifth [dace, was credited 
with 9.244 divorces and 19,788 mar­ 
riages.
